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Introduction 

Thumb art is simple and fun.

For making these thumbprint drawings you will need an ordinary 
inkpad and a black sketch pen. For making colour thumbprints you 
can also use paint. Remember to wash your hands with soap and 
water after finishing the activity. 

Things to remember: 

1 . Try not to press your thumb too hard otherwise instead of 
a nice whorl you might get a smudge. 

2. Don't use too much or too little ink. With little ink the 
thumbprint will be faint and with too much ink you will 
hardly see the whorls. 

3. Draw on the thumbprint first with pencil and as you gain 
confidence draw straightway with a sketch pen. 

4. You can use different colours of sketch pens. This will 
make the thumb drawings look very beautiful. 

At the end of the book there are a few pages with only thumb 

impressions. So, even if you don't have the inkpad at hand you 

can straightaway have a go at them.
